A plan to develop a port 
on the Delaware River in 
the 
Trenton - Morrisville 
area fell through yesterday 
when the Delaware River 
Joint Toll Bridge Commis-1 
sion refused to request Con­ 
gressional approval. 


The plan had been put forth 
last May and would have made 
the commission a bi-state author­ 
ity for developing the port. The 
Bi-State Committee for the Deep­ 
er Delaware had made the re­ 
quest to the commission. 


Another move to form a Four-1 
State Compact, which might still 
develop the Delaware River, is j 
still pending before the Senate in 
Washington, William R. Johnson,] 
acting executive director of the! 
commission said today. 


By a vote of 10-0, the commis­ 
sion turned down the request to' 
ask L?.S. Reps. 
Williard Curtin 
<R .,'P a.) and Frank Thompson 
iD, N J.) to start legislation in 
Congress to establish the port. 


The two Congressmen have in­ 
dicated they would be willing 
to sponsor the legislation, if the 
bridge commission requested it. 


In similar action before the 
Legislatures of the two states in 
1953, authorization was given for 
the port authority plan. 


The estimated cost of the port 
in the Morrisville-Trenton area is 
from $5 to $6 million, Johnson 
said. 
“Should Be Denied” 


The commission concluded, said 
Johnson, that “in view of the im­ 
minence of clearance through con­ 
gress of the new Four State Com 
pact, made up of Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey. New York and Dela­ 
ware. the bi-state plan should be 
denied.” 


He explained that if the four- 
state plan goes through, the Dela 
ware River might still be develop­ 
ed from Rancocas Creek. Bristol, 
all the way to Trenton. In effect, 
the four-state compact would su­ 
perimpose itself over all concern­
